Miu'C was a ivorkinau of 
Ge tiers., who rani" to England in 1984 
Accordtiii: to his own account, ns ho 
told It in a petition to Hie council of 
Geneva some years afterward, "one of 
tho first tics he formed In Enirland WM 
mi altnehment for Miss Martha Powls, 
whom he intonded to marry as soon as 
fortune would allow hi in to do so.'' 
Ileing uoable to marry, they lived In- 
got her for several years and had three 
children. In 1749, however, ho mar- 
ried Elizabeth WoodhoUse, mid one 
daughter was born to them. Eliza- 
beth Woodhouse died in 171", and in 
17.il he finally married Martha l'owis. 
by whom ho had three more chil- 
dren. Two of lior children, bom 
before her marriage, returned to 
Geneva and married there, and in or- 
der to legitimize them Marc in 1771 
appealed to the council. This, not be- 
ing contrary to the law of Switzerland, 
was grantel. and tin, children pro- 
nounced legitimate. Ill IM9 a lady, 
who was descended from Maro and his 
wife Kli/.ab th, die I intesla'o in En- 
gland,, possessed of a large property, 
uud to find her next kin It was ne ce a 
miry to go buck lo lho children ol 
.Martha Powls. Then Cam, tho issuo 
between the descendants of lho three 
children born before wedlock, but 
legitimized by tho G.meva court, and 
the children born aflor wedlock, who 
were kkaitkaato unquestionably ac- 
cording to English law. The English 
law does not permit children to bo 
nude legitimate by subsequent mar- 
riage, but it glvos effect lo the laws of 
olbrr countries which hold the con- 
trary. The quostlou was: Of what 
country was Maro a citizen when bo 
married Martha Powis? Tho court 
holds that he had become a citlzon of 
Enulnnd. and bad never renounced his 
allegiance, and it wus decided that the 
representatives of tho ft tut. children 
could receive no share of the property.

Tho 
tencher of this school, who was a little 
ubovo tho average, had Incidentally 
remarked to her scholars In regard to 
tho recent eclipse of the moon that the 
earth was round and moved around 
tho sun and the moon moved iirouud 
the earth. For this incrcdiblo stub* 
ment the teacher was disohurgeil forth- 
with, with u caution not to teach such 
nonsense as thut any more, by the 
barefooted, ragged director, who wus 
theeeeadtug authority upon nil such 
questions In the vlclnllv.

the largest dark tobacco growing 
county in the I'uinn. At a roceut 
meeting of the Commercial club the 

suggested improvement was the sub- 
ject of an earnest and protracted con 
vcrsatioif and received a heart; and 
unanimous approval. It is com- 
mended to the public as an enterprise 
deserving to be "pushed to comple- 
tion. 

The tobacco market of llopkins- 
• U and the result ville has long since outgrown the 

bumble lUtlc framo ttrnetnra on Clay 
atrtcl. Every warehouseman ami 
broker 11 ashamed of the narrow 
qaarteri In which he is cribbed dur- 
ing sales, and where ihc waiting 
Isrnier has, if poesihle, still lewe*. 
conveniences— that is if there can he 
a comparison of convenience! in a 
house which has no convenience for 
an; body. Tim least one can say of 
the old frame Kx-iiaogc is that it Is 
far behind the times, has outlived 
lis usefulness and is become an eye- 
lore tn Ihe nourishing tobacco mar- 
ket of Ilopklnsville. There are now 

itx warehonio* here having a good 
prison! tilde ami an excellent pros- 
pect for a largely increased business 
Within the next twelve months. With 
Ihe addition of a largo and fertile ter- 
ritory to their Held of operation they 
may couddcnlly hope fur a trade ex- 
ceeding the most tunguinc expecta- 
tion! of the founders of this market, 
and reaching an aggregate ol mil 
lioul of dollars, controlled not by 
vUionury speculation ami haxhrilOUl 
advances, but by tho iiiduc.mc.uts of 
safe and judicious businesa. 

The new Exchange sl.miM be a 
spacious and handsome brick struc 
turn, having ample accommodations 
in its sale room for warehousemen 
brokers, simples, and for planters 
and others atlending Iho sales. The 
room should be complete in all Its ap 
polnfmepta ami arrangement*, with 

comfortable seats for all. well lighted, 
warmed and ventilated, a pleasmi 
and Inviting resort for ihe farmer! 
whore they can sit at ease and watch 
the course of the market without 
weariness. It should bo the planters' 
club rontn, shelter and general rcn- 
IfgVOOl during business hours. 

Iteshles the sa'c room the new Ex- 
change should contain a number of 
offices for broken* which would be a 
source of income to the company. Ii 
was suggested that a wcil-kr-pt lunch 
room would be well patronlz d by 
visitors wauling a dime sandwich or 
a .piartcr lunch.

Stop into ono of Detroit's leading 
ernoker manufactories, one using from 
Ml to 100 barrela of flour daily. Noth- 
ing but tho very best brands of Michi- 
gan roller process flour are used; white 
wheat (lour for color aud rod wheat 
flour for strength. 

Hefo nro ten largo troughs SO feet 
long aud of width and depth to hold 
tho dough made from 10 to 1*2 barrels 
of flour. The troughs for a morning's 
baking aro tilled with lliiur. the yeast 
put in and set to sponge over night. 
Tho afternoon's baking is similarly 
treated ut early morning. HsWtS a 
trough with u leu aud a quarter of 
dough, 'and 'rom H to 10 of them are 
tillod daily. Higher and still higher 
rises tho ambitious yeast, light aj 
childhood'e own heart and spongy as a 
freo hmch Uoud -only In a totally dif- 
ferent way. 

Tho critical thno approaches. Two 
vigilant ompliyos Moop a channel 
through the Hoar, leaving a thin dam 
at the oud next the yeast. The short- 
ening, about two tierces to eighty bar- 
rela of flour, la put In and thoroughly 
mixed. A lew moments' rcsplto la 
Uttlued by the yeaat to work itaelf into 
n fino frenzy. Just beloro lie "mad 
ambition doth o'erlenp itself," the bar 
rler la broken nway and the foamy OUT 
rent lills the floury banks. The two 
vlgilanuis. bnrel as lo arms, go at it 
w ith a vim. mixing, kneading, tugging 
and lifting at the doughy m-iss. 
Three times must It thus bj handled, 
a tun and a quarter to a ton and a ball 
each time, aud eight lo ton such 
doughs daily. There's a health lift for 
one, quite as energetic as a rowing or 
base-ball and a thousandfold more use- 
ful. 

The kucjded dough, having peached 
tho required llghttun-. is run through 
■ mixer, u machine with an apparatus 
like a gigantic corkscrew, revolving in 
a box. Thoroughly mixed, it ii placed 
on large receiving trays, where it puffs 
itself up quit ■ equal to Mrs. Farveuu 
in a four-story slone-frouL 

Marvelous how Ughtvhenrlsd it keeps 
under tribulation! If it only kucw! 
For right bora is a machine called a 
"break." having tivo rollers 2n inches 
long and 8 in diameter, und an uppetlto 
for doug/i that Is never satisfied. Tho 
keeper of the jovial monster grasps a 
nice little biscuit of 7.i to 100 pounds 
weight aud tosses it into tho hopper. 
With a fierce growl of pleasure, tho 
machine grasps its feed and deposits It 
In a nen'ly-foldcd blanket of dough on 

the tabia beneath 

With n deft motion the keeper flings 
It in again and again until at the sixth 
inning it is called out by the umpire, a 
nico little blanket or "form." 6 to H 
feet long, - feet wide and 1 to '2 Inches 
thick. 

Stacked up on tho trays, it rapidly 
recovers It* spirits. Another keeper 
seizes tho form and rushes it through 
smaller break, which closely imi- 
tates the actions nud jovial snarl of its 
full-grown brother. The form emerges 
from its erdeal a prose poem in dough. 

The attenuated form Is passed over 
to tho tender mercies of the cutting 
machine, where acta of rollers bug it 
down until thin enough to be con 
sldered l.eautifuL Then a plnngtn| 
nppnralur stamps out the cnu'kers. A 
llttlo farther on n brush device de- 
scends and forces the three-cornered 
fragments and crumbs out on first bene. 
TIiIb affects a great saving, and is ono 
of the cutest things in the house. 

Beside this machine is tho oven. 
Horo stunds an operative witli a thin 
hoard about two feet by four, tech- 
nically called u "peel." Working with 
all the automatic precision aud regit 
trity of a machine, he sliiat the pee 
under the oncoming stream of crackers, 
lifts off a strip 20 inches wide by 
3 foct long und dropa It Into thu 
oven. Whew! It la hot before tho 
oven, and would bo worse but for an 
Immense fan worked overhead by mo- 
chinory. 

The ovens are immense brick alTalrs, 
heated, by a ton of coal daily, and con- 
tltning immense reels ten feet hi diam- 
eter, carrying, in a manner to bo ul- 
wuys level, twelve pnus, on which tho 
crackers aro baked. An assistant 
rakes off the baked ones Into a chute; 
on goes the new lot, and descending 
Into the depths of cracker hades, pass 
upward, down again, nud in eight 
minutes cmergo purified in character 
and fixed In form, light without levity 
and done to a turn. 

l)own the Ohnte in headlong haalo 
Ihey go, have their tempers properly 
cooled, und packed In boxes aud bnr- 
rels and shipped to those who know a 
good thing when they taste it Our 
100 barrels of flour nro now 400 bar- 
rels of crackers.— Detroit A'cws.
